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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's election of Group I (claims 1-3), Specie I, figures 3A-3B in the reply 
filed on 04/19/06 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

After carefully review, the examiner agrees that figures 2, 3A, and 3B are the 
same embodiment. And claims 1-3 are exam in one embodiment. 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the " signal line, 
signal line gap, around and power suddIv planes, around aaurd. and a slit in 
figures 3A and 3B as claims in claim 1 and 2 " must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Applicant fails to point out every single element as claimed in claims 1-3, the 

specification and the drawing do not comparable, please verify.

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Claim Objections 
4. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 3, lines 2-3 is unclear. The phrase of "the slit is a slit formed to satisfy a 
condition concerning a maximum conductor area in UL796 standard" is not understood. 
What cause the "slit" to be formed to satisfy... .UL796 standard? What is a relationship 
between "a PWB" compared of UL796 standard? Please verify 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Koga et 
al. (US 6,426,469). 

As to claims 1, 3, Koga et al. discloses a printed wiring board (core 100), see 
figure 1 comprising: 

a portion containing a signal line (1, 6, column 4, line 3) and a signal line gap (a 
gap or a space between the wiring patterns 1 and 6); and 
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at least one of a ground and a power supply plane (2, column 3, lines 62-63) 
formed with at least one slit (column 3, line 64), wherein 

a shape and a position of the slit formed in the ground or power supply plane (2) 
are determined so that the slit does not exist in a section opposed to the portion 
containing the signal line (1 , 6) and the signal line gap. 

As to claim 2, Koga et al. discloses the portion containing the signal line (6) and 
the signal line gap is a plane having one or more ground guards (5), and the shape and 
the position of at least one of the slits formed in the ground or power supply plane (2) 
are determined so that the slit exists in the section opposed to the ground guard (5).
